$20,000,000 IN MAYO ESTATE 


Attempt of Trunk Lin* Railroads In 
' Pennsylvania to Add to Local Ex- 
• pan** of Shipp«ra Prohibited by 


Action of the State Public Service 
Commlnlon. 


Pittsburgh, Pa.—A declBfre Yictory 


has been gained by the shippers of 
Pennsylvania through the refusal of 
the State Public Service Commission 
to permit the great trunk railroads to 
cancel the Joint rate* agreements ex- 
isting between them and the terminal 
roads on Intra-state business. 
The 


decision is In line with similar 
action by the Public Utilities Com- 
mission of. New York and under 
it the railroads are compelled to con- 
tinue the Joint rates. This means that 
the shipper will not be put to the 
extra expense and Inconvenience In 
freight transportation when a trunk 
line and a terminal road are uaed, ma 
would have been the case had the 
Public Service Commission permitted 
the cancellation of the Joint rate*. 


The case reached the Public Serv- 


ice Commission through the action of 
the Monongahela Connecting Railroad 
of Pittsburgh and a group of its most 
prominent shippers, representing many 
industries and businesses.

15 of new tariffs to take effect thirty 
days later. This resulted In an ap- 
peal by the Monongahela Connecting 
and other terminal railroads in the 
state. 


A date for a hearing was set and 


on two occasions the Public Serv- 
ice Commission went into a' com- 
plete ^discussion of the case. The re- 
sult was a decision •' adverse to the 
trunk lines and to the effect that the 
cancellation of the joint rates was 
unjust and unreasonable and contrary 
to the laws of the state.

DUB CAVES TO ESCAPE DEATH 


Frantic Mothers Scooped Out Holes In 


the Earth In Which to Conceal Them- 
aelve* and Their Children—Havoc 
Wrought by Machine Quna of the 
Militia Graphically Described. 


Mrs. Pearl Jolly of the Women's, 


Trades Union league, testifying before, 
the United States industrial commis- 
sion, gave a graphic picture of the hor- 
rors of Lndlow camp colony in Colo- 
rado on April 20. when men, women 
and children were besieged by the 
state militia nnd it became necessary 
to dig caves beneath the camp to es- 
cape the are of the well trained ma- 
chine guns. She testified in New York. 


Mrs. Jolly told of the stege o* the 


camp, 
She said the trouble opened 


with the firing of two bombs ^into the 
heart of the camp and the ignoring of 


' a white flag carried by the leader of 
the striking miners. 


"Then the bullets from the machine 


guns began to flnd their way every- 
where," said Mrs. Jolly. "The women 
set to work digging holes in the ground 
In which to bide their children. There 
were 500 of the women, many of them 
about to become mothers; others with 
nursing babies and still others old 
and infirm. There were also the 600 
men. 


Crawled Away on Their Stomachs. 
"To distract the fire from the'camn, 


which it was presumed was aimed at 
the men, the miners departed for the 
hills. 
They crawled away on their 


stomachs, while the women were using 
crude implements to olg into the 
ground. 
Four meo, remained to look 


after the women and children. 


"There were only forty rifles in all 


of Lndlow camp. This shows that It 
was not an armed body, as has been 
reported. 
"It was becoming so desperate that 


i decided to pin a red cross on a white 
dress and go forth into the open so 
that the men with the machine guns 
could see me. I was in the camp in 
the capacity of nurse to the event my 
services were needed. / 


"As soon as I showed myself the mi- 


litiamen began to pepper at me. One 
of the bullets struck the heel of one of 
my shoes, and others struck all about 
me. I thought it was about time that 
I got under cover. 


"As I -walked Into my tent I noticed 


three men lying alongside of it Ther 
had dragged the telephone through a 
slit and were frantically calling help 
from Trinidad 


"Opposite the entrance to the tent 


was a mirror. 
My reflection after I 


had entered was in the mirror. You 
can get a good idea of what fine shots 
those men with the rifles and the ma- 
chine guns were when they shattered 
the mirror to smithereens fn less than 
five minutes. They thought they were 
actuallySshoottng at me. 


"I thought my end had come. Going 


to the door, I dropped to the floor and 
lay still. 
Apparently the men wjtb 


the machine guns thought I was dead. 


"Later I managed to work my way 


around to the men who were lying 
against the side of the tent telephon- 
ing. 
'For God's sake, go away, wo- 


man!' they whispered. Tou're a hoo- 
doo!' 


"I think after that the militiamen 


must have relocated us, for the fire 
became dangerous again. 


Only the Cavee Saved Women. 


"To stay where we were meant

Attempt of Trunk Lin* Railroads In 
' Pennsylvania to Add to Local Ex- 
• pan** of Shipp«ra Prohibited by 


Action of the State Public Service 
Commlnlon. 


Pittsburgh, Pa.—A declBfre Yictory 


has been gained by the shippers of 
Pennsylvania through the refusal of 
the State Public Service Commission 
to permit the great trunk railroads to 
cancel the Joint rate* agreements ex- 
isting between them and the terminal 
roads on Intra-state business. 
The 


decision is In line with similar 
action by the Public Utilities Com- 
mission of. New York and under 
it the railroads are compelled to con- 
tinue the Joint rates. This means that 
the shipper will not be put to the 
extra expense and Inconvenience In 
freight transportation when a trunk 
line and a terminal road are uaed, ma 
would have been the case had the 
Public Service Commission permitted 
the cancellation of the Joint rate*. 


The case reached the Public Serv- 


ice Commission through the action of 
the Monongahela Connecting Railroad 
of Pittsburgh and a group of its most 
prominent shippers, representing many 
industries and businesses. They took 
an appeal immediately following the 
announcement by the trunk linea, the 
latter part of March, that all Joint rate 
agreements would be abolished April 1. 
The Monongahela Connecting road'a 
contention at that time was that no 
change In existing rates could be made 
without the consent of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission after thirty days' no- 
tice and a public hearing! The railroads 
had failed to secure the consent of 
the Commission, but had gone ahead 
and changed the rates, merely filing 
the new tariffs. 
• 
• 


.The Public Service 
Commission 


granted a hearing in the appeal and 
after taking considerable testimony 
decided against permitting the rail- 
roads to change their rates without 
thirty days' notice. 
The railroads 


renewed their attempt to cancel the 
Joint rates, by filing notice with the 
Public Service Commission on April 
15 of new tariffs to take effect thirty 
days later. This resulted In an ap- 
peal by the Monongahela Connecting 
and other terminal railroads in the 
state. 


A date for a hearing was set and 


on two occasions the Public Serv- 
ice Commission went into a' com- 
plete ^discussion of the case. The re- 
sult was a decision •' adverse to the 
trunk lines and to the effect that the 
cancellation of the joint rates was 
unjust and unreasonable and contrary 
to the laws of the state. 


While the decision of the State 


Conrmission is-"in conflict with the at- 
titude' of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, there is nothing for the 
railroads to do at present but to con- 
tinue the joint rates on state busi- 
ness, while cancelling them on inter-

From-Mining Camp. 


DUB CAVES TO ESCAPE DEATH 


Frantic Mothers Scooped Out Holes In 


the Earth In Which to Conceal Them- 
aelve* and Their Children—Havoc 
Wrought by Machine Quna of the 
Militia Graphically Described. 


Mrs. Pearl Jolly of the Women's, 


Trades Union league, testifying before, 
the United States industrial commis- 
sion, gave a graphic picture of the hor- 
rors of Lndlow camp colony in Colo- 
rado on April 20. when men, women 
and children were besieged by the 
state militia nnd it became necessary 
to dig caves beneath the camp to es- 
cape the are of the well trained ma- 
chine guns. She testified in New York. 


Mrs. Jolly told of the stege o* the 


camp, 
She said the trouble opened 


with the firing of two bombs ^into the 
heart of the camp and the ignoring of 


' a white flag carried by the leader of 
the striking miners. 


"Then the bullets from the machine 


guns began to flnd their way every- 
where," said Mrs. Jolly. "The women 
set to work digging holes in the ground 
In which to bide their children. There 
were 500 of the women, many of them 
about to become mothers; others with 
nursing babies and still others old 
and infirm. There were also the 600 
men. 


Crawled Away on Their Stomachs. 
"To distract the fire from the'camn, 


which it was presumed was aimed at 
the men, the miners departed for the 
hills. 
They crawled away on their 


stomachs, while the women were using 
crude implements to olg into the 
ground. 
Four meo, remained to look 


after the women and children. 


"There were only forty rifles in all 


of Lndlow camp. This shows that It 
was not an armed body, as has been 
reported. 
"It was becoming so desperate that 


i decided to pin a red cross on a white 
dress and go forth into the open so 
that the men with the machine guns 
could see me. I was in the camp in 
the capacity of nurse to the event my 
services were needed. / 


"As soon as I showed myself the mi- 


litiamen began to pepper at me. One 
of the bullets struck the heel of one of 
my shoes, and others struck all about 
me. I thought it was about time that 
I got under cover. 


"As I -walked Into my tent I noticed 


three men lying alongside of it Ther 
had dragged the telephone through a 
slit and were frantically calling help 
from Trinidad 


"Opposite the entrance to the tent 


was a mirror. 
My reflection after I 


had entered was in the mirror. You 
can get a good idea of what fine shots 
those men with the rifles and the ma- 
chine guns were when they shattered 
the mirror to smithereens fn less than 
five minutes. They thought they were 
actuallySshoottng at me. 


"I thought my end had come. Going 


to the door, I dropped to the floor and 
lay still. 
Apparently the men wjtb 


the machine guns thought I was dead. 


"Later I managed to work my way 


around to the men who were lying 
against the side of the tent telephon- 
ing. 
'For God's sake, go away, wo- 


man!' they whispered. Tou're a hoo- 
doo!' 


"I think after that the militiamen 


must have relocated us, for the fire 
became dangerous again. 


Only the Cavee Saved Women. 


"To stay where we were meant
